By putting together 
various 
news stories from accross the coun­ 
try it would appear that many inno­ 
cent college students will likely suf­ 
fer from the acts of the minority 
group of students, professors and 
college 
administrators currently 
sweeping the country. 
One of the apparent signs of this 
is the fact that numerous people who 
have been giving generously to sup­ 
port colleges are taking another look 
at these gifts. Another sign is re­ 
action of many legislators who, 
responding to the indignation of their 
citizens back home, may take a dim 
view of appropriations for colleges 
and universities. 
Also we noted that a university 
in Kansas asked 150 insurance com­ 
panies to submit bids for insurance 
on the campus buildings and did not 
receive one bid. The school had al­ 
ready been hit when one or two 
buildings were burned down and who 
could blame the insurance companies 
for not wanting to take this added 
risk. 
We can only view these scattered 
reports with mixed emotions—we 
hope that maybe, just maybe, this 
will wake up some of the people in 
responsible positions to the fact that 
you can not keep handing these young 
people matches without suffering 
from the resulting fire. But on the 
other hand, we must realize that a 
whole generation of students could 
be handicapped because of the acts 
of a few and the over-reaction on the 
part of many. 
If we are able to be selective in 
our efforts to curtail these acts of 
violence on the part of the minority 
without infringing too deeply on the 
part of the good, honest students we 
maybe able to survive this troubled 
period without suffering too much 
loss. 
Another interesting sidelight to 
this current rage of marches and 
riots was the confrontation of the 
radical students and the construction 
workers in New York. It seems thaf 
one of the students made the mistake 
of using some of his foul language on 
one of the workers and got belted 
for his efforts. His reaction was, 
"But they were just words!M 
This is where these young rad­ 
icals are making their biggest m is­ 
take—they seem to think that all of 
these foul four letter words they are 
using are just words and are used 
only to get attention. But what they 
must come to understand is that most 
of us in this country still take these 
words seriously and at face value. 
And this applies even more so to our 
flag. 
Most Americans still put our 
flag right up next to our church and 
to defile or deface either one is just 
more than we can take 
We hope that these young people 
—especially those among them that 
are just going along for the kicks— 
will wake up to the fact that there is 
a line that they must not go beyond

Texas Safety Association Presents Rules to Follow 
During Season That Could Mean Life or Death 


AUSTIN — The sky grows 
dark and threatening, and off 
in the distance a dull roar 
can be heard 
as a funnel 
dips from the sky. 
A tornado has formed and 
threatens damage to life and 
property. 
That sort of scene, accord­ 
ing to the Texas Safety As­ 
sociation, occurred 127 times 
during 1969. The statewide 
safety group points out that 
the tornado continues to be 
Texas’ top weather worry. 
According to the safety as­ 
sociation, tornadoes can oc­ 
cur at anytime of the year, 
but they occur most frequently 
in Texas between March and 
October. During May of last 
year 65 tornadoes were re­ 


ported in the state. 
The damage from the 1969 
storms amounted to $2,341, 
750 an there were three deaths 
in Texas. 
The Texas Safety Associ­ 
ation says the U. S. Weather 
Bureau, State Civil Defense 
and Disaster Relief, and the 
Texas Department of Public 
Safety have prepared a list of 
rules to follow in case of a 
tornado disaster. 
Th safety association points 
out that to know these rules 
may mean the difference be­ 
tween life and death. 
Here are the tornado rules: 
I. The safest place to be 
during a tornado is in a cave 
or a storm cellar. When time 
permits, go to a tornado cellar, 


cave, or underground exca­ 
vation which should be 
kept 
fit for use, 
meaning 
free 
from water, gas or debris, 
and preferably with a pick 
and shovel. 
2. If you are in open coun­ 
try, move at right angles to 
the tornado’s path. Remember 
that tornadoes move ahead 
at about 25 to 40 miles per 
hour as a general rule. 
If 
there is no time 
to escape, 
lie flat in the nearest depres­ 
sion such as a ditch or ravine 
to avoid injury from objects 
being hurled through the air. 
3. If you are in a city or 
town, 
seek inside shelter, 
perferably along the inside 
walls on the lower floors of a 
steel 
reinforced 
building.

Stay away from windows. 
If you are at home 
in a 
frame-housev 
the 
southwest 
corner 
of the lowest floor 
(Preferably a basement) of­ 
fers greater safety. 
People 
living in brick or stone houses 
should 
find other shelter, 
such as a storm cellar or the 
^Southwest 
basement corner 
of a frame house.

If time permits before a 
storm strikes, turn off the gas 
and 
electricity. 
Windows 
and doors on the north and 
east sides of the house may 
be opened 
to help 
reduce 
damage to the building from 
outdoor pressure differences. 
4. If you are in a school 
and the building is of rein­ 
forced 
steel 
construction, 
stay inside, keep the children 
away from windows and re­ 
main near inside walls on a 
lower floor when possible. 
Avoid auditoriums and gym­ 
nasiums 
under all circum­ 
stances. In any rural schools 
5 that do not have reinforced 
construction, children should 
seek shelter in a ravine or a 
ditch when storm cellars are 
not available and a tornado 
has been reported or seen. 
5. In factories or industrial 
plants, a lookout should be 
posted immediately upon re­ 
ceiving a tornado warning, 
and he should keep safety of­ 
ficials advised of the tornado’s 
.approach. 
Advance preparation should 
be 
made for 
shutting 
off 
electrical circuits 
and fuel 
lines if the tornado approaches 
the plant. 
Workers should be moved 
to sections of the plant of­ 
fering the greatest protect­ 
ion. 
6. Above all, 
keep calm. 
Persons have been killed by 
running out into the streets 
and by turning back into the 
path of a tornado. 
Evejn 
though 
a 
warning 
is issued, the chances of a tor­ 
nado striking one’s home or 
location are slight. As a rule, 
tornadoes cover such a small 
area that relatively a few 
places in a warned area are 
directly affected. You should 
be familiar with the safety 
precautions, however, in case 
a tornado does approach. 
7. Keep tuned to your radio 
or television station for the 
latest information when tor­ 
nado warnings have been is­ 
sued. Do not call the Weather 
Bureau, except to report a 
tornado, as your call may tie 
up telephone lines urgently 
needed to receive special re­ 
ports, or to relay messages to 
radio .stations 
for broadcast 
to thousands in the critical 
area. 
The Texas Safety Associ­ 
ation also says there is some 
times confusion over 
terms 
used in the reporting of tor­ 
nadoes by the weather bureau. 
The bureau, says the as­ 
sociation, 
issues TORNADO 
FORECASTS for a relatively 
large area in which weather 
condition 
will be favorable 
for one or more tornadoes to 
develop. 
A tornado ALERT occurs 
when one 
or more weather 
stations locate an area of tur­ 


bulence or cloud formations 
which indicate the possibility 
of a tornado. 
Tornado 
WARNINGS 
are 
announcements that a tornado 
has been sighted and report­ 
ed. The warnings tell where 
and when the tornado has been 
reported and lists the names of 
communities toward which the 
tornado 
is 
moving. 
These 
warnings cover a short period 
of time, usually less than an 
hour, and are for the purpose 
of advising people in the path 
of the storm to take immedi­ 
ate safety precautions.

Most Ponds Need 
Fertilizing for 
Good Fishing 


A properly managed farm 
pond 
can provide excellent 
fishing and serve as a source 
of recreation and income for 
the owner. 
Most ponds, however, should 
bo fertilized 
for maximum 
fish production, says County 
Agent Kirby Clayton. Ferti­ 
lizer, he adds, increases the 
supply of plankton which is 
the main food supply for small 
fish and water insects. 
Early spring is the time to 
begin a fertilizer program. 
Water temperature should be 
60 degrees F. when the first 
application 
of fertilizer is 
made. 
Most Texas waters respond 
to an initial treatment of IOO 
pounds of 
20-20-5 
analysis 
fertilizer per surface area, 
followed by successive treat­ 
ments of 20 to 4-pounds per 
acre at 2-week intervals un­ 
til a desirable bloont has been 
reached. 
Water surrounded 
by soils with ample potassium 
usually responds well to 16- 
20-0 fertilizer. Nitrogen and 
phosphorus seem to be essen­ 
tial for good plankton pro­ 
duction regardless of the sur­ 
rounding soil type. 
The plankton bloom is suf­ 
ficient when a person’s cupped 
hand is not visible when the 
arm is immersed in the water 
to ellxiw depth (about 18 in­ 
ches). ITie bloom usually ap­ 
pears in I to 5 weeks after 
the beginning of the fertilizer 
program,
